THE two sides hoping to steer 
South Kent College into a more 
certain future say they still hope 
merger plans can go ahead. 

Two weeks ago West Kent College, which 
was chosen as the best nearby educational 
body to merge with South Kent College, reject¬ 
ed a financial offer from the Learning Skills 
Council (LSC). 

The government body that funds post-16 
learning had not written off £4.9 million 
pounds of debt run up by South Kent College. 

Bill Fearon, principal of West Kent College, 
based in Tonbridge, said: “It did not meet the 
essential financial need to cover outstanding 
debts and provide sufficient investment to estab¬ 
lish a successful new college through a merger.” 

Since it chose to pull out of the deal the LSC 
has made an improved offer which West Kent 
governors agreed to last week. 

Mr Fearon said: “West Kent College has not 
shifted from its firm view that a merger of the 
two neighbouring colleges is the very best 
solution for the students, employers and stake¬ 
holders across West and South Kent.” 

The college is now putting pressure on South 
Kent to swiftly agree the deal so it can go 
ahead before the next general election. 

Mr Fearon said: “It is now for the governors at 
South Kent College to agree the application for 
merger that goes to the Government, and we are 
very confident of approval because of the excep¬ 
tionally strong support the proposal has from 
politicians, Kent County Council, local authori¬ 
ties, universities and a wide range of employers.”

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Shared space 
scheme wins 
national prize

ASHFORD’S controversial 
ring road scheme has won 
the top award for town cen¬ 
tre regeneration. 

It came out on top of 94 schemes 
considered by The Royal Town 
Planning Institute. 

Shadow Minister for Communities 
and Local Government Bob Neill MP 
presented the team behind the proj¬ 
ect with their award at the London 
Hilton, Park Lane on Thursday 

Kay Powell, chair of the judging 
panel for the RTPI said: “This project 
has transformed a town that was 
suffering from a concrete collar that 
restricted pedestrian movement to 
and from the centre of Ashford. 

“The council, working with a multi¬ 
disciplinary team involving plan¬ 
ners, engineers, urban designers, 
landscape architects and public 
artists, have transformed a series of 
streets where the space is now 
shared between vehicles and pedes¬ 
trians.” 

The shared space concept, which 
was pioneered in Holland, removes 
the usual road signs and barriers 
that separate pedestrians and traf¬ 
fic. The theory works on the fact that 
drivers and pedestrians become 
more aware of each other, increasing 
safety. 

Ms Powell said: “This reworking of 
Ashford’s inner ring road has created 
a much more pleasant environment 
for people entering the town centre 
and the resultant neighbourhoods 
have become a more attractive loca¬ 
tion for retail and business develop¬ 
ment, marking a major stage in the 
regeneration of the town.” 

When it first opened the £16 mil¬ 
lion project was ridiculed in the 
national press by Top Gear presenter 
Jeremy Clarkson, who joked that

pedestrians would only make eye 
contact with drivers as they bounced 
off their windscreens. 

But the judges praised the Kent 
County Council and Ashford council 
for backing the scheme. No accidents 
have been reported in the 12 months 
since it opened. 

Ms Powell said: “The scheme 
demonstrates a high level of innova¬ 
tion and originality in the planning 
and design of roadspace and 
streetscape, which has resulted in a 
greatly enhanced and more civilised 
and sustainable urban environment, 
truly mediating space and making a 
better place.” 

Ben Hamilton-Baillie, who pio¬ 
neers the concept of shared space in 
the UK and advised on the Ashford 
scheme, said: “Ashford presents a 
bold and very different approach to 
traffic engineering and urban 
design. 

“It has helped the UK appreciate 
the potential for creating more 
civilised streets and spaces, and this 
will be a lasting legacy.” 


'Governors keen to

But South Kent College which runs 
the Jemmett Road campus in town 
along with the Ashford School of Art 
and Design may be getting cold feet 
on a deal. 

It says it does not want to be rushed 
into any merger plans unless it can be 
sure it offers the best outcome for its 
students and protects it future. 

Monica Box, principal of South Kent 
College, said: “Governors of South 
Kent College are keen to support a 
merger proposal that promotes the 
best interests of south Kent learners. 

“They expect to see the full propos¬ 
al, including the revised financial 
aspects, within the next week or so. 

“They are hopeful they can support 
West Kent College’s plan for the 
joined colleges following due consider¬ 
ation of the detailed submission. 

“No one wants to hold up a thorough¬ 
ly good scheme; once South Kent gover¬ 
nors have had chance to assure them¬ 
selves this is what is proposed, it would 
be full steam ahead for the plans.” 

If agreed the merger would go 
ahead in August this year - three 
months later than originally planned. 

Rural campaigner and 
judge dies, aged 88 

JOSEPH Dean, who founded the East 
Ashford Rural Trust, has died. 

The 88-year-old former Ashford 
councillor and circuit judge worked 
hard to protect the countryside 
around the borough. 

He campaigned at the time of the 
building of the Channel Tunnel in the 
1980s. His efforts meant that when 
the line was built, the route had the 
least environmental impact, despite it 
costing more because of the extra tun¬ 
nelling that was required. 

He also successfully persuaded the 
then Conservative Government 
under Margaret Thatcher to limit 
growth plans for Ashford eastwards 
along the line towards Folkestone. 

Mr Dean, who was the son of Basil 
Dean, who founded Ealing Film 
Studios, also had a distinguished mil¬ 
itary career. He learned the eye test 
by heart so that Army doctors would 
not pick up that he was short-sighted 
and became an anti-tank gunner with 
the 51st Highland Division. 

He fought in Alamein, Sicily and 
Normandy, where he was wounded in 
a mortar attack a day after he landed. 

His funeral was held at St Mary’s 
church in East Braboume. It was 
attended by the mayor John Holland 
who had to leave the service early 
because of a prior engagement.

A NEW Metro-style commuter 
train will be running from Calais to 
Ashford by the start of the 2012 
Olympics, according to French civic 
leaders. 

Pas-de-Calais councillor Dominique Dupilet 
said the trains could run on the high speed rail 
link stopping in the French town before travel¬ 
ling on to local stations en route for London. 

A spokesman at Kent County Council said 
proposals were outlined in the authority’s 20- 
year Integrated Transport Strategy which is 
part of the Unlocking Kent’s Potential pro¬ 
gramme. 

Mr Dupilet said negotiations with his coun¬ 
terparts in Kent were well underway. 

Eurotunnel, which earns revenue from trains 
passing through, said it had been approached 
by both local governments about the project, 
but a spokesman said it was still in its early 
stages and no decision had been reached. 

The Metro trains would be more frequent 
than Eurostar, which only stops at stations like 
Lille, Calais, and Ashford infrequently. 

Mr Dupilet said: “Our region and Kent are in 
negotiations. It’s a metro, which will be very 
useful given the threats to the Eurostar’s 
regional service. 

“The line will start from Lille, then stop at 
Calais, Ashford and London. The English are 
very keen and we are very keen too.” 

Eurostar services from Ashford to France 
were reduced by the company two years ago, 


and campaigners have argued that the 
International station is now underused. 

Mr Dupilet said: “In order for the line to be 
rented, we have been told that the train has to 
leave from Lille. Negotiations will be over in 
time for the Olympic Games, but I would like 
the metro to last well beyond that.” 

The scheme follows a move by the French to 
cash in on the London Olympics by rebranding 
their region “part of Britain” - a move which 
has attracted criticism in some quarters. 

But the ploy has helped them land contracts 


with a string of foreign teams to train in France 
ahead of the 2012 Games. 

Judith Armitt, from Ashford’s Future, said: “A 
high speed commuter train between Lille and 
London could provide a welcome economic 
boost for Ashford. 

“It could make international commuting a 
much more viable option and create great 
inward investment opportunities for the town 
from the Nord Pas de Calais area. 

“This link would also strengthen our unri¬ 
valled connectivity even further.” 


Road will stay as 
lane after survey 

THE saga surrounding the name of a 
street in Kenardington rumbles on as 
the council executive agreed to keep the 
name Church Lane rather than Church 
Road. 

The decision is the latest in a wrangle 
that has divided opinion in the village. 

Last July the council agreed the lane 
should be known as a road after a peti¬ 
tion from parish councillor Geoff Comes. 

Mr Comes and other residents felt 
that the route had always been known 
as a road rather than a lane. They were 
angry that the name had been changed 
in 2006 after a request to Ashford coun¬ 
cil from parish councillor Victoria 
Cocking, who lived on the road, without 
wider consultation. 

However, when Ashford council made 
the decision last year, it said that resi¬ 
dents could keep it called a lane if that 
was what the majority of them wanted. 

Following a survey, eight out of the 12 
properties affected decided they want it 
to be known as a lane. 

This means that the latest official 
name of the highway is Church Lane, 
although the final sign may have the 
additional information Formerly Church 
Road written underneath.

Balaclava-clad thief 
escapes with cash 
from bookmakers 


POLICE have arrested a woman in 
connection with a fatal road acci¬ 
dent in October last year. 

Royal Mail worker Adrian Hyde 
died of his injuries in the William 
Harvey Hospital after he was 
knocked off his 50cc motorcycle at 
5am on October 26. 

The 20-year-old woman was 
arrested for obstmction and bailed 
until March 23. 

Mr Hyde’s motorcycle hit a Ford 
Fiesta car in Canterbury Road in 
Willesborough. 

Police have renewed their appeal 
for witnesses. 

At the time of the crash a police 
spokesman said: “The driver and 
passenger of the car, a Ford Fiesta, 
left the scene. It is thought one may 
have sustained an injury, which 
required treatment. 

DC Di Walker from the Serious 
Crash Investigation Unit said: ‘We 
believe that people with informa¬ 
tion that will help this investiga¬ 
tion have not come forward yet. 

“I urge them to contact the SCIU 
witness line, in confidence, so we 
can further this enquiry.” 

Three men were arrested shortly 
after the incident, and have been 
bailed until February 9. If you have 
information call 01622 798538. 


A BALACLAVA-clad robber stole 
cash from a bookmakers in 
Kennington last week. 

The robbery took place at the 
Coral branch at the newly-opened 
retail development Eureka Place, off 
Trinity Road, on Friday.

“The offender is described as 6ft 
tall, wearing a balaclava with no 
mouth hole, sunglasses, a green jack¬ 
et the same material as a puffa jack¬ 
et, but not as puffy. 

“She did not see the colour of his 
skin, but he was carrying a Tesco 
carrier bag. Officers have conducted 
an area search and house-to-house 
inquiries.”

Developer donates cash 
to help build scout hut 

THE campaign to build a new Scout hut in 
Kennington has received a cash boost from 
a national construction firm. 

Taylor Wimpey has given the 1st 
Kennington Scouts £250 towrds the con¬ 
struction of their new headquarters. 

The group’s existing base, Brenchley Hall, 
has been open for more than half a century 
but faces being condemned on health and 
safety grounds unless it is replaced with a 
new building. 

The group has so far collected £115,000 
towards the projected £350,000 cost of 
replacing its headquarters. They hope to 
have completed the build ready for its 100th 
anniversary celebrations next year. 

Scout Leader Mike Cullen said: “Every 
penny brings us closer to our target, contri¬ 
butions such as this are gratefully received.” 

Damian Green's expenses 

SIR Thomas Legg published his report on 
MP’s expenses last week. 

The report covered every member’s finan¬ 
cial dealings with the expenses office in 
Westminster and showed that Ashford’s MP 
Damian Green was overpaid by a total of 
£902.14 for mortgage interest, £143.03 in 
2004/2005 and £759.11 in 2008/2009. 

He was also paid cleaning costs totalling 
£5,200 for 2007-08 and 2008-09. This 
exceeded the maximum by £1,200. 

Mr Green was asked to pay back a total of 
£2,102.14 which he did by April 2009. There 
was no other outstanding money. 


THE British Trust for Conser¬ 
vation Volunteers at the Singleton 
Environment Centre has been 
granted more money to continue 
its Heritage Trees Project. 

It has been awarded a grant of £22,800 from 
the Heritage Lottery Fund. It now hopes to be 
granted a full award of £350,000 so it can 
establish a five-year conservation project. 

If this application is successful the campaign 
would aim to safeguard the future of all of 
Kent’s heritage trees. 

Virginia Hodge, project officer said: “We are 
fortunate to have an array of these old trees 
here in Kent. 

“Their great age, size and condition make 
them a unique and vital habitat for wildlife. 

“They are the green monuments in our land¬ 
scape that enrich the environment in which 
we live and work, but they have no legal pro¬ 
tection other than tree preservation orders.”

Green light for new homes 

A MAJOR new housing development to build 
79 homes has been passed. 

Persimmon Homes wants to build the 
homes as part of the Park Farm development. 

The 2.35 hectare site will see a range of two, 
three and four bedroom homes and one and 
two bedroom flats. It will also include 14 
affordable homes, a total of 220 parking 
spaces and associated landscaping. 

The phase three site is part of the wider 
Bridgefield development, which straddles the 
A2070 and Ashford to Hastings railway line 
and is likely to see 780 homes in total. 

Cllr John Kemp, portfolio holder for plan¬ 
ning and development, said: “With 250 homes 
already completed and around 230 more in 
progress, Park Farm is a major development 
site in the town. 

“I believe they will appeal to a range of 
occupiers and will attract existing Ashford 
residents as well as newcomers.”

EUROSTAR will be publishing its independ¬ 
ent review into the chaos caused for passen¬ 
gers because of bad weather last December. 

It will be holding a press conference on 
Friday hosted by joint chairman Christopher 
Garnett and Claude Gressier. 

Cold weather in France led to a series of 
engine breakdowns. One train with more 
than a thousand passengers became stuck in 
the tunnel for ten hours and eventually had 
to be towed to Ashford station where passen¬ 
gers were transferred to another train.

Grant will provide dedicated support for young rape victims 


A CHARITY supporting 
Kent’s victims of rape and 
sexual violence has secured 
funding for Britain’s first- 
ever children’s independent 
advisor. 

The new position means young peo¬ 
ple who have suffered abuse at the 
hands of rapists and paedophiles can 
access specialist, confidential support 
solely for youngsters. 

Gravesend-based Family Matters 
was able to make the provision thanks 
to a grant of £64,000 from the Equa¬ 
lities and Human Rights Commission. 

Malcolm Gilbert, operations director 
at the charity, said the new Young 
Person’s Independent Sexual Violence 
Advisor (YP-ISVA) was vital. 

He said. “Of the 200 rape victims we 
see, a quarter are aged 12 to 16. 

“By offering this help we are filling a 
gap which has never been done before 
for children.” 

Mr Gilbert added that as well as

being awarded the grant, the partner¬ 
ship between Family Matters, the 
Crown Prosecution Service and Kent 
Police through the Kent Criminal 
Justice Board had made real changes to 
victim support. 

The organisations are also working 
with the UK Border Agency to help 
deal with young girls who have been 
trafficked for the sex trade. 

Rebecca Masey, who has taken on 
the YP-ISVA position, will offer tai¬ 
lored support to children and young 
people who have suffered rape or sex¬ 
ual abuse and act as a gateway to the 
charity’s therapy service. 

Risk assessments will take place to 
ensure further victimisation is 
stopped. The focus will be on hard-to- 
reach groups and youngsters less like¬ 
ly to come forward for help. Close fam¬ 
ily members of victims will also receive 
support. 

Deputy Chief Constable Adrian 


Leppard, who chairs the Kent 
Criminal Justice Board, said he was 
sure that the specialist service would 
also help secure convictions. 

“Through this role, vulnerable and 
emotionally-scarred children will get 
more of the help and support they 
need and deserve,” he said. 

One person who knows only too well 
the need for services like Family 
Matters is 24-year-old Sarah (not her 
real name). 

Last August she was raped by two 
men after her drink was spiked. 
Speaking about her ordeal to KOS 
Media, she said she would not have 
been able to cope had it not been for 
the Adults’ Independent Sexual 
Violence Advisor. 

“It’s important children are helped 
too,” she said. “I wouldn’t have been 
able to get through this without the 
counselling. 

“I would just say to anybody, don’t 
hide it. Come forward and get help.”

Artefacts saved as fire museum made homeless 


THE Kent fire service museum urgent¬ 
ly needs a new home. 

Fire chiefs have reluctantly been 
forced to move it from their Maidstone 
headquarters and are now hunting for a 
new location to house the collection. 

Fire service historian Roger Mardon, 
from Canterbury, said he was sad about 
the closure but delighted his campaign 
to keep the collection together had been 
successful. 

He said: “In my view, the museum 
should preferably be maintained at 
service headquarters, but if that were 
not to be it is important to preserve the 
collection intact. 


“There was unanimous support [at 
the Kent Fire and Rescue Authority’s 
planning and performance committee] 
for the principle of keeping the collec¬ 
tion together. 

“A project team, including representa¬ 
tives of the interested parties, is to be 
established to develop plans for a virtu¬ 
al [online] museum and for rehousing 
the artefacts. 

“Committee chairman Keith Ferrin 
made it clear it was not the intention to 
close the existing museum straight 
away and he undertook that everything 
possible would be done to rehouse the 
collection in one place. 


“While it is disappointing the muse¬ 
um will have to move, I am encouraged 
by the support for keeping the collection 
together. Every effort must be made to 
find somewhere this can be done.” 

The museum opens one day a week 
and includes artefacts including videos 
of fire, photographs and a hollowed-out 
tree trunk used as a water main. 

A fire service spokesman said: ‘We 
have teams of staff who need to be locat¬ 
ed at our HQ to run the service and we 
do not have room to house them. 

“This means we have to look at all 
options and freeing up space taken up 
by the museum has to be considered.”

What is your name and what do you do? 


A My name is Ann McGovern and I work as 
a physiotherapy technical instructor on the 
Richard Stevens Stroke Unit at the William 
Harvey Hospital. I help people to recover 
movement and independence after they have 
suffered a stroke. I am 42 years old and I have 
been married for 20 years. I have two children 
aged 16 and 15 years old.

A I have taken part in several sponsored one 
mile swims for Cancer charities.

Kids ‘Miles of Smiles’. The charity runs two res¬ 
idential homes Footprints and Redwalls near 
Canterbuiy. It offers respite and permanent 
accommodation for sick and disabled children 
from two years up to young adulthood. They suf¬ 
fer from conditions such as autism, cerebral 
palsy, and muscular dystrophy. Money will be 
used to build a Sensoiy room. We are each try- 
ing to raise £3,500 to reach a target of £40,000. 

It is a fairly challenging trek; we will reach 
altitudes of 4200m, so you have to get acclima¬ 
tised. We will be passing Inca ruins of 
Llactapata and then climbing to Warmiwanusca 
or Dead Woman’s Pass, the highest point on the 
trail. On the third day we will finally get a 
glimpse of Machu Picchu Mountain.

Why do you do all this fundraising? 

I like helping people and I like talking to 
people as well.

I have a friend, Liz Baxter, who is a fundrais¬ 
er for Kent Kids Miles of Smiles. She asked 
me to sponsor her to do the trek but when she 
told me there was an extra place and asked if‘d 
like to go, I said ‘yes’. It’s something I have 
always wanted to do; take on a big challenge.

The trip will last for 10 days and the 
hike will take five to six days. There will be 20 
people going and we are raising money for Kent

How are you raising the money for the trip? 


Over the coming months we have group 
activities to raise money which include a 
quiz night, an Easter Egg hunt, car boot fairs 
and a big summer fair in September. I am rais¬ 
ing money myself by organising a children’s 


disco, a quiz night, ‘How many sweets in the jar’ 
competition, and a tombola raffle. I am also ask¬ 
ing friends for donations and sponsorship.

How are you preparing yourself for the challenge? 


A I am doing a Basic Teaching course (PTLLS) 
at South Kent College in Folkestone. There is 
a gym there called the Learning Zone. They 
have kindly donated free gym membership for 
10 months and someone to help me train.

A I am site coordinator for my local neighbour¬ 
hood watch and I have organised events to 
bring our street closer together. I am on the 
board for FENWAG (Folkestone East 
Neighbourhood Watch and Community Groups) 
and the East Folkestone Inspiring Communities 
Steering Group where we are planning to help 
young people in our area over the next two 
years.

Officers lay down 
litter of the law 



TRAFFIC wardens in the borough will now be 
targeting litter louts on their patrols. 

The civil enforcement officers (CEOs), as 
they are now called, have been given extra 
powers to issue fixed penalty notices to those 
who drop rubbish in the town. 

The officers had to complete a Kent Police 
community safety accreditation scheme which 
means they can issue a fine to someone sus¬ 
pected of littering and take their name and 
address. The CEOs are pictured above after 
receiving their accreditation certificates from 
the Mayor of Ashford, Cllr John Holland, and 
Inspector Andy Judd of Kent Police. 

Cllr Michael Claughton, whose portfolio 
includes parking services, said: “CEOs spend 
most of their time on patrol and often see peo¬ 
ple dropping litter instead of taking it home or 
using bins. They were in an ideal position to 
take action against individuals seen to drop 
litter, but did not have the authority to do so. 

“We spend £1.1 million cleaning our streets 
and open spaces, money council taxpayers 
would prefer to see spent on other services. 

“This training provides CEOs with both with 
the legal authority and know-how to make a 
real difference and we hope the public will 
recognise this and welcome their additional 
responsibilities.” 

The officers will be taking up their new 
duties in March.

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Homes should cash in by generating their own electricity 


DEMAND for solar panels is set to 
soar after the Government annou¬ 
nced a support scheme allowing 
householders to make an income 
from generating their own power, a 
renewable-energy researcher has 
predicted, writes Jenna Pudelek. 

Kent Green Party member Steve 
Plater said he was planning to 
install a photovoltaic (PV) system on 
the roof of his Sevenoaks home that 
will convert solar radiation into 
enough electricity to meet three- 
quarters of his needs and save about 
£500 a year in energy bills. 

Energy and climate change secre¬ 
tary Ed Miliband unveiled the new 
scheme this week; it will see ‘feed-in 
tariffs’ (FITs) paid to people, com¬ 


munities and businesses who gener¬ 
ate electricity from solar panels, 
wind turbines or other renewable 
sources. 

PV panels on household roofs will 
get a higher feed-in tariff and all will 
be up-rated with inflation each year. 

Mr Plater said that after his system 
was installed he would make about 
£1,000 a year in payments as a result. 

“Anyone who has got money sitting 
in a building society account would 
get a much better return by invest¬ 
ing it in solar electricity,” he said. 

The Government said the sector 
would supply two per cent of the 
UK’s electricity by 2020. 

However, the Conservative Party 
and environmental campaigners 


have said the announcement lacks 
ambition. 

Shadow energy and climate 
change secretary Greg Clark, the 
MP for Tunbridge Wells, said: “FITs 
are essential to allow decentralised 
energy to play a major role in our 
energy mix, but Labour’s proposals 
lack ambition. 

“Ministers should have been bold¬ 
er with this scheme so more jobs 
could have been created and greater 
emissions reductions achieved.” 

Mr Plater, who gives talks about 
microgeneration of renewable ener¬ 
gy across Kent, said: “It is really not 
ambitious enough - Germany 
already generates two per cent of its 
electricity from solar. 


“The key point about renewable 
energy and energy efficiency is they 
go together and you can deploy them 
in hundreds of thousands of places 
very quickly. 

“It is much quicker than building 
huge power stations - nuclear or 
coal takes years and years and they 
are not going to help us achieve 
climate-change targets by 2020. 

“And we are the last major country 
in Europe to bring FITs in. Germany 
has had one since 2000.” 

However, Mr Plater thought that 
FITs would make renewable energy 
systems such as PV panels more 
attractive to householders. 

“There are other reasons people 
want it, but clearly money is an 


important driver - being able to 
finance it matters and also feeling 
independent from energy companies. 

“If you can generate three-quarters 
of electricity from your own roof you 
largely escape future price rises.” 

Initial installation costs were high, 
with panels costing £5,000 per kilo¬ 
watt of capacity, he said. 

People can receive grants from the 
Energy Saving Trust’s low-carbon 
building scheme, but only until 
March this year. However, with the 
feed-in tariff income, and saving on 
electricity bills, it makes an attrac¬ 
tive tax-free return on investment of 
eight to 10 per cent, which is better 
than most forms of savings account, 
the Kent Green Party said.

The organisation was founded in 1885 
to support troops and families of the second

Shock tactics 
aft car crash 
demonstration

STUDENTS at the Towers School 
got to see up close the dramatic 
consequences of being involved in 
a car crash recently. 

Kent Fire and Rescue spent the day at the 
school talking to sixth form students who 
may have a car or will be soon be drivers to 
teach them about road safety. 

The highlight of the day was seeing a fire 
crew help victims being recovered from a 
mock accident. 

Sixth form students Chloe Fairbrother, 16, 
and Stuart Taylor, 17, sat in a written-off 
Volkswagen Polo, purchased for the occasion 
from a local scrap yard, as the crack team set 
about cutting the roof off, so they could be 
transferred safely to an ambulance. 

KFRS education team leader Andy 
Bigginton said: “Our crews attend 25 per 
cent more car crashes than house fires, and a 
large number of those people being cut free 
are young drivers and their passengers. 

“The demonstration was quite graphic in 
the hope of shocking the students into taking 
care on the roads. Our message is clear: Cut 
it out before we have to cut you out.” 

The day’s events also covered other road 
safety issues such as drink and drug driving, 
vehicle maintenance and dealing with differ¬ 
ent road conditions. 

It was part of a series of events organised 
by KFRS, Kent Police, Kent Highways 
Agency, Kent and Medway Safety Camera 



Partnership, Red driving school, South East 
Coast Ambulance Service NHS Trust and 
the Local Education Authority. 

PC Clare Norman, safer school partnership 
co-coordinator for Ashford, said: “Reducing 
casualties who are killed or seriously injured 
on Kent’s road networks remains a key prior¬ 
ity for Kent Police. We talked to the students 
about the legalities of driving but they also 
got practical advice on car maintenance and 
were able to try out a car simulator. 

“We hope to get the message across in a 
hands-on and useful way.” 

Stuart Taylor, who was in the car, said: “It 
was strange as they started cutting into the 
roof, but it gave you a real sense of what it is 
like to be involved in a serious crash.”

Why most MPs aren't really

FANTASTIC story this week about 
MP Derek Wyatt who has launched 
the iPhone* app to let his con¬ 
stituents stay in touch with him. 

For those of you unfamiliar with the techno¬ 
logical wizardry, it means simply that using 
your iPhone* (you all have one don’t you?) you 
can contact Sittingboume’s Mr Wyatt and 
interact anytime. 

I admire Mr Wyatt (or ‘two pork pies and a 
Scotch egg 1 as he’s affectionately known after 
the expenses debacle) for taking up the chal¬ 
lenge of bringing new tech to the masses and I 
honestly wish him well in his quest to engage 
even more closely with his constituents. 

Unfortunately I forecast a rush to the Apple 
Store by the 10-or-so constituency nutters - 
that plague every MP - so that they can back 
up their weekly letters to Mr Wyatt. 

Even the biggest Luddite must have heard 
of the Apple app? If you believe the ads on telly 
the iPhone* can be made to do anything and 


while it might not make the tea, there is prob¬ 
ably an app that tells you how to make the 
perfect cuppa (and probably some information 
about blending). 

But times really are a changin’ and our MPs 
will do anything to get down with the kids and 
interact. Whether they are Twittering (er, anoth¬ 
er social network craze for those too lazy to write 
more than 20 words at a time) to guesting on 
any TV show which claims viewers under 25. 

There is a part of me, a very small part, that 
believes MPs really do wish to make the world 
a better place and to give a voice to their con¬ 
stituents no matter how marginalised. 

Mr Wyatt (who already runs a good website) 
said: “I certainly hope that now people know it 
can be done, and that citizens want to engage 
in this way, my colleagues at home and abroad 
take this idea and make it even better for their 
constituents.” 

The app was written by public sector digital 
agency, Public Zone, and is available free of 
charge from the Apple iTunes store. 

Public Zone intends to roll out the MyMP 


app, which also integrates with Google Maps, 
to other MPs this month. 

I wish Mr Wyatt well but I foresee a slight 
problem with his fellow MPs. 

Modem technology is pretty damn clever. 
The iPhone* is a very smart piece of kit. But 
because of their GPS abilities and the marvel 
of Google Maps (from satellite pictures right 
down to a picture of your front garden just 
from a postcode), the iPhone* can tell you 
exactly where you are. Oh yes, and it can tell 
everyone else exactly where you are. 

Brilliant for parents who want to watch their 
kids (but who’d trust them with a 500 quid 
phone?) but not perhaps for your average MP. 

Do they really want people to know exactly 
where they are every minute of the day? 

I suspect not, far too risky... though I guess 
they could always leave their iPhone* in the 
House of Commons on answerphone while 
they slipped off to do other things.

LEE ROSE 

The Ashford Fire 
Station manager, 
talks about Kent 
Fire and Rescue's 
latest campaign 
to educate new 
drivers 

Can you tell us about 
the latest campaign? 

Along with a number of partners, such as the police and 
ambulance service, we are involved in educating potential 
new drivers to teach them about driving safely. We have 
demonstrations, including fire crews taking a roof off a 
car, to show what it's like to be in a serious road accident. 

Are young drivers more likely to be 
involved in an accident? 

Our statistics show that new drivers are involved in many 
of these incidents. The people we're instructing are mainly 
pre-drivers such as sixth-formers. They're exactly the type 
of people we want to target and hopefully with a proactive 
approach we can minimise the number of accidents. 

What do you think showing people being 
cut out of a car achieves? 

Pictures speak louder than words. By going to a school 
and demonstrating what we have to do it can have a real 
impact. Even if it just makes them think a bit more about 
it. It also gives us the chance to talk to youngsters about 
the rest of the work we do and may even create an inter¬ 
est in them about joining the fire service. 

What is the Ashford area like for road 
accidents? 

We cover a very wide area of roughly 100 sguare miles, 
which includes many rural roads where there can be seri¬ 
ous accidents. We also have main roads like the A28 and 
the M20, so it has all the scenarios that an emergency 
service has to deal with.

Bunnett counts 
our future costs 

Good to see the new chief execu¬ 
tive John Bunnett preparing his 
staff for the tough years ahead as 
he seeks to oversee the necessary 
cuts in spending without affect¬ 
ing services. 

Like all public sector employ¬ 
ers, Ashford Borough Council has 
been guilty over the years of 
wasting money, normally on over¬ 
inflated salaries (though not in 
quite the same league as some 
Labour-controlled districts in this 
country). 

This stretches back to the late- 
80s when council employees, like 
solicitors, were handed over-gen¬ 
erous salaries to stop them mov¬ 
ing into the private sector. 

Then, when the last recession 
came along in the early-90s, pri¬ 
vate business was forced to curb 
wages, but councils did not 
(because we just keep on cough¬ 
ing up through council tax) and 
that discrepancy remains until 
this day. 

So, full marks to Mr Bunnett 
for recognising he’s going to have 
to be careful (with our money).

Feed-in tariffs will 
save us money 

Kent Green Party welcomes feed- 
in tariffs for small-scale renew¬ 
able energy, announced by the 
Government on February 1. 

The Green Party has long cam¬ 
paigned for a feed-in tariff, which 
has been used successfully in 
other countries to boost micro¬ 
generation of renewable energy. 

The new UK feed-in tariff pro¬ 
vides a long-term guaranteed 
price for all electricity that is 
generated, even if the electricity 
is used by the householder. 

An extra tariff is paid for elec¬ 
tricity fed into the grid. The feed- 
in tariff income and saving on 
electricity purchased yields an 
attractive tax-free return on 
investment of about 8 to 10 per 
cent, better than most forms of 
savings account.

WHEN grime star Lady Sovereign 
entered the Big Brother house last 
month she left her ‘queen of UK 
hip hop’ title and arguably her 
credibility at the door.

COMING OF AGE 

BBC Three, 10.30pm, Tuesday 

IF ever there was a TV show from 
which not to take a comedic lead, 
then it’s the never-not-appalling 
mess that is Two Pints Of Lager And 
A Packet Of Crisps. 

Despite being one of the least funny 
sit-coms ever made it has now run 
for eight series, proving that someone 
out there must be watching it. 

I didn’t think it was possible for a 
show to be less funny or more 
moronic until I saw Coming Of Age, 
the latest BBC Three laugh-free zone, 
which is undeniably influenced by its 
bigger brother. 

Here we meet our five main charac¬ 
ters - three lads and two girls who 
attend the local sixth-form college. 

They dress like they’ve been spon¬ 
sored by Topshop and talk as if they 
have been locked in a room listening 
to Feame Cotton since the day they 
were bom. 

They think of little else but who’s 
going out with whom, when they 
are next getting drunk, and, erm...

Three of the characters are just 
plain annoying, but they seem like two 
of the screen’s great creations when 
compared with one of the others. 

Darren, or DK, is an imbecile of the 
very highest order. 

He’s the kind of tracksuited village 
idiot who goes into a trance when 
somebody mentions "boobs’ or "bum’ 
and is what makes the whole sorry 
affair plunge through the bottom of 
the barrel and start tunnelling for 
Australia with a JCB.

Two for price of one as 
Cera tackles double role

YOUTH In Revolt stars one of 
Hollywood’s up-and-coming stars 
in Michael Cera, who’s made his 
name through a string of geeky 
roles in Juno, Superbad and last 
year’s Nick And Norah’s Infinite 
Playlist. 

At 21, Cera is no newcomer to the big screen 
- he’s been acting since he was nine - but it 
was his role as High School student father 
Paulie Bleeker in Juno that made critics take 
notice. He was even nominated last year for 
the Bafta Orange Rising Star Award. 

In Youth In Revolt, he plays strait-laced teen 
Nick Twisp, who has a taste for the finer 
things in life like Sinatra and Fellini. 

On a family holiday, he falls for free-spirited 
Sheeni who eggs him on to create a rebellious 
French alter ego: Francois. Sporting a mous¬ 
tache and smoking, Francois takes Nick in an 
outrageous new direction, as he tries to win 
Sheeni’s love. 

Canadian Cera had long been a fan of author 
C.D. Payne, who wrote the book Youth In 
Revolt: The Journals Of Nick Twisp, on which 
the film is based, and was signed up to the 
project before Juno and Superbad even hit our 
screens. 

“The book is really funny. It’s got a really 
unique voice and it’s gigantic, it takes months 
to read if you’re a slow reader. I was around 
the age of Nick when I read it and I complete¬ 
ly related to it,” says Cera, with a half-smile. 

“I related to the agony of not knowing what’s 
going on and being obsessed with a girl and 
not having any control, which Payne wrote 
really perfectly.”

When Nick meets Sheeni, he’s feeling com¬ 
pletely disillusioned about his mundane exis¬ 
tence. Cera explains: “Nick doesn’t have a 
great home life. His parents are divorced, his 
mother has an idiot boyfriend and his life is 
stagnant. He meets this girl who blows his 
mind and he feels he has to hang on to her.” 

Cera reportedly split from his actress girl¬ 
friend Charlyne Yi last summer after they co- 


starred in indie project Paper Heart. He says 
he can relate to the ‘torment’ Nick suffers 
through his love for the mysterious Sheeni. 

‘You never know what she feels about you or 
what she’s really thinking. She’s such a puzzle. 
That’s really what I loved about the character. 
She’s so well-depicted in the book.” 

Despite having to play two very different 
characters in the same film, Cera insists he 
didn’t find this difficult. In fact, he loved the 
opportunity to play a naughty version of Nick. 

“It was just a lot of fun to play. I wouldn’t say 
it was hard, except for the technical tricks of it.

TENERIFE is known as 
a tourist hot spot sullied 
by over-development and 
bad behaviour by visitors. 

The island, however, wants a 
new reputation to lure discerning 
travellers to its sun-kissed shores. 

The largest of the Canary 
Islands off the coast of north-west 
Africa, this Spanish isle has a 
temperate climate year round, 
rivalling destinations like Dubai 
and The Gambia for weather, with 
shorter flights from Britain. 

A smattering of exclusive hotels 
is emerging on the west coast, far 
from the all-night partying of 
Playa de las Americas and neigh¬ 
bouring Los Cristianos, where 
apartments go so far inland they 
swamp the surrounding hills. 

Away from all that is the five- 
star Sensatori Resort on the out¬ 
skirts of the village of Alcala, fur¬ 
ther up the coast, around 10 min¬ 
utes’ drive from the dramatic 
cliffs of Los Gigantes in the west. 

It’s here that I discovered a true 
taste of paradise, taking in the 
stunning 260m infinity pool, the 
largest in Europe, the shimmer¬ 
ing Atlantic and the neighbouring 
island of La Gomera. 

At Sensatori, the stunning 
rooms, marble flooring, sparkling 
chandeliers, fountains, designer 
decor and dramatic sculptures 
can take your breath away. 


Bag a villa in its Red Level area 
and you get a butler and private 
pool within your tropical garden, 
and an outdoor double bed under 
a thatched canopy. 

At the Sensatori’s Michelin- 
starred Calima restaurant, where 
chef Dani Garcia is a bit of a 
celebrity, our 12-course taster 
menu began with delicious dry-ice 
cocktails and included delicacies 
such as foie gras, oysters and truf¬ 
fle cake, accompanied by fine 
wines, some produced locally. 

But it’s not only the hotels that 
are falling over backwards to 
spruce up this island. 

Last year, Siam Park, a water 
park, opened in the south, boast¬ 
ing the biggest artificial waves in 
the world at nearly 10ft high. Its 
surrounding beach is created with 
tons of silky white sand imported 
from Portugal. 

We hired a private cabana with¬ 
in the park, with its own balcony 
overlooking the wave pool, to 
allow us the luxury of a safe TV, 
DVD and Wi-Fi connection, plus 
mini-bar, comfortable loungers 
and an outside shower. If you 
want a similar package for four, 
including entrance, fast-track 
queuing and limited all-inclusive 
deal in restaurants and bars, it 
costs a cool 400 euros (£360). 

Ecological measures are also 
being stepped up to save what is 
left of Tenerife’s natural beauty. 

Nearly a decade ago, virtually 
anyone could - and did - take a 
boat from Los Cristianos to watch 
whales and dolphins. Many 


beautiful creatures were sur¬ 
rounded by boats, with tourists 
happily snapping away. 

Under new rules, boats must be 
licensed and are carefully moni¬ 
tored to stop whales and dolphins 
from becoming distressed. The 
marine guide on our charter said 
that this had driven away 
unscrupulous operators and 


improved the whales’ breeding 
cycles. 

Tenerife is still home to all- 
night party-goers, English pubs 
and and bacon-and-eggs break¬ 
fasts after a heavy night. 

But if all you want is peace, 
quiet and serenity in the ultimate 
tropical setting all year, it may be 
closer than you ever imagined.

Thousands of people have 
already been helped by the Government 
at this difficult time but there are still peo¬ 
ple in Thanet having trouble keeping up 
the mortgage and good, independent 
advice is vital for them.” 

Others areas in Kent to benefit are 
Dartford, Gravesham and Medway.

What you should know 
about buying abroad 


KENT’S potential investors in 
overseas properties will do well to 
check out homes in France and 
Italy this year as two of the most 
stable markets. 

The National Association of Estate Agents 
International said that, as always, any 
potential profits to be made will be down to 
the strength of sterling. 

It said purchasers should look at what it 
called ‘less risk/ investments and in particu¬ 
lar towards the more stable markets such as 
France and Italy. 

But for the very best bargains, buyers 
should try Spain or Turkey, where the former 
has seen spectacular falls in property prices 
during the past 18 months. 

But the association predicts prices will 
remain stable in the first quarter of 2010, so 
purchasers should consider making cash 
offers by March to secure a bargain in any of 
these countries. 

And experts predict the balance of supply 
and demand will stabilise once house prices 
pick up and the pound strengthens against 
the euro. 

Linda Travella, spokeswoman on Italy at 
NAEA International said: “After a slow start 
to the year, the last quarter of2009 saw sales 
and interest returning to the international 
market, with Italy being considered a safer 
investment than many other markets 
around the world. 

“As always, the strength of the pound will

have a significant bearing on the quality and 
quantity of sales, and this year it looks to 
stay at the same strength. 

“Even though the UK appears to have fall¬ 
en behind other economies in the race out of 
recession and economic recovery, sterling has 
held pretty firm against the single European 
currency, trading two to three cents either 
side of 1.10 during the second half of last 
year. 

“For the first quarter of 2010 the number of 
international buyers is expected to remain 
low and therefore offers are more likely to be 
accepted making it a very good time to pur¬ 
chase an overseas property. 

“However by late spring, property prices 
are expected to increase by three to five per 
cent. Key areas to invest in include Tuscany, 
Le Marche and the Lakes of Maggiore and 
Garda, where good deals can be found if you 
buy sensibly.” 

And Des Rowson, spokesman on Spain, 
added: “It has seen a difficult 12 months on 
the sales front as buyers have been particu¬ 
larly reticent about purchasing during an 
economic downturn. 

“Bargains are available but remember, 
price reflects position and quality. 
Unfortunately the coming year will not 
change too much until we see the pound 
strengthening and clients accepting that the 
registered agents do know what purchasers 
are prepared to pay.”

• Never sign a contract that you do not understand (for 
example - if it is in a foreign language). 

• Seek specialist advice from independent solicitors, architects 
and surveyors who know the country's laws. 

• Ensure you do not inherit a debt on the property before you 
purchase, which a solicitor should be able to check - some 
developers borrow money against the plot to raise finance. 

• Always give yourself a 'cooling off' period if you see a 
'must-have property' and are tempted to put down a deposit. 

• If you are arranging finance on the property, ensure in any 
contract and you have an 'opt-out clause' if a loan is not agreed. 

• Try to arrange your mortgage finance 'in principle', before 
agreeing to purchase the property or pay a deposit. 

• Arrange your mortgage in the currency that you earn in 
where possible, unless you'll receive rental in local currency. 

• Think about combining your cash with friends or family: it 
could bring a villa with pool within your financial reach. 

• Check with the estate agent or vendor that you are aware 
of the costs charged by the legal and government authori¬ 
ties for purchasing a property. Remember that bills do not 
end at the asking price 

• Open a bank account in your chosen country and ensure you 
get a Certificate of Importation for the money you bring in 
from your home country. Set up standing orders in a local bank 
account to meet bills and taxes. Failure in some countries will 
land you in court.

The current Mazda2 supermini, Mazda6 
family/Mondeo class car and now the Mazda3 
family hatch have all had the ‘treatment’: better 
aerodynamics, weight-saving and reduced 
engine emissions and fuel consumption. 

This has delivered range-wide tax and eco- 
savings exemplified by the latest Mazda3 (priced 
from £14,730) and particularly the tax-beating 
1.6 TS2 five-door diesel tested here (£17,390). 

It can average more than 60mpg - without 
needing a six-speed gearbox - and also incurs 
the lowest payable road tax of £35 a year.

the nimbleness of the car. So, with a typically 
crisp Mazda gearshift and direct steering plus 
a more than adequate 109bhp under the 
bonnet, this is a company or private buy that is 
easy to live with in all situations. 

It cannot quite match the latest VW Golf for 
refinement, but is a more cost-effective option, 
to be judged more against the ubiquitous Ford 
Focus and latest Vauxhall Astra. 

It looks leaner and more muscular than its 
rather frumpy predecessor and the cabin 
echoes the impressive Mazda6 in layout, style 
and quality, though rear legroom is only 
average for the sector. 

Having driven most engines in the line-up 
now, test driving the well-equipped TS2 version 
of the ‘cooking’ diesel confirmed it as the ‘go to’ 
model for most buyers. By comparison, the 
105bhp 1.6-litre petrol needs a lot of gearshifting 
to make progress, though still a rewarding drive. 

For those who like the look of the ‘3’, but 
crave more thrills, Mazda has also just 
launched the MPS hot hatch version (£21,500). 

Arriving within months of the mainstream 
line-up this 257bhp turbocharged 2.3-litre petrol 
model can hit 62mph in just 6.1seconds and 
wears a bodykit to complement its good looks.

Lisa on track for World indoors qualification 


LISA Dobriskey is expected to chal¬ 
lenge for a place in Great Britain’s 
World Indoor Championship team this 
Saturday, despite pulling out of a com¬ 
petition in Stuttgart last week. 

The 26-year-old 1500-metre athlete 
has been plotting a bid for the World 
Indoor title, but doubts have been raised 
following her surprise non-appearance 
at the Sparkassen Cup on Saturday. 

Dobriskey, from Ashford, was expected 
to line up against world champion 
Maryam Jamal for a re-match of last 
year’s World Athletics Championship

1500m final, but decided to pull out of 
the event. Her coach George Gandy con¬ 
firmed she was not injured for the race, 
but wasn’t feeling right to compete in 
Germany. 

The world silver medallist has been 
confirmed on the start list for the 3000m 
at this Saturday’s National Indoor 
Championships and World Trials in 
Sheffield. 

She decided against competing in the 


National Indoor Championships last 
year, but boasts an impressive record of 
two wins and a second place from her 
last three outings there. 

After admitting to a disappointing per¬ 
formance in her first indoor meeting of the 
season at Glasgow last month, she will 
have to up her game to win a place in the 
Great Britain team for the World Indoor 
Championships in Doha next month. 

The last time Dobriskey competed in 
the World Indoor Championship was in 
2008, where she finished tenth in the 
3000m final.

ASHFORD’S mini-revival came to an 
end as mistakes and ill discipline saw 
them fail to score a point away at Vigo on 
Saturday. 

Dai Fussell’s side came into the game 
on a high after wins against strugglers 
HSBC and Erith in recent weeks, 
the first time all season they had won 
back-to-back games in Kent 1.

Walsh said: “I’ve told my team to learn 
from our mistakes and put it down to a 
bad day at the office. It’s back to the 
drawing board at training this week and 
we will put it right with a home win 
against Beccehamian on Saturday.” 

The game represents a decent chance 
to bounce back to winning ways, with 
Beccehamian two places below Ashford 
in the Kent 1 table.

With a back injury likely to force him out of 
next month’s World Track Cycling 
Championships in Poland, missing the 
Commonwealth Games would end Staff’s 
hopes of a major medal this season. 

Staff’s comments echo the opinions of a num¬ 
ber of athletes, who have stated their fears of 
travelling to compete in India. 

Last week world heptathlon champion 
Jessica Ennis said she has pulled out of com¬ 
peting at the championships. 

Fellow Olympian Lisa Dobriskey, from 
Ashford, has also hinted she may have to think 
about whether she will defend her title after 
winning in 2006.
